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ORDINANCE NO. 2002-016 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, 
REPEALING CHAPTER 2, ARTICLE IV, SECTION 2-137 OF 
THE PALM BEACH COUNTY CODE (CODIFYING PALM 
BEACH COUNTY ORDINANCE 83-10), GOVERNING THE 
FIXED MONTHLY AUTOMOBILE ALLOWANCE PAYABLE 
TO ELIGIBLE MEMBERS AND EMPLOYEES OF THE 
BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS; PROVIDING FOR 
REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; PROVIDING FOR 
SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN THE 
CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES; AND PROVIDING 
FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 

WHEREAS, it has been determined by the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach 
County (the “Board”) that the repeal of Chapter 2, Article IV, Section 2-137 of the County Code 
(codifying Ordinance 83-10) the Palm Beach County Fixed Monthly Automobile Allowance 
Ordinance is no longer necessary to authorize the Board’s granting of a fixed monthly automobile 
allowance to eligible members and employees of the Board; and 

WHEREAS, Section 112.061, Florida Statutes, provides the authority for the Board to 
provide such fixed monthly automobile allowances, to be established by the Board in accordance 
with the County’s Administrative Code and Policies and Procedures established by the County 
Administrator; and 

WHEREAS, an ordinance setting forth the detailed administration of the Board’s fixed 
monthly automobile allowance is no longer necessary or desirable. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 


Section 1. REPEAL OF THE PALM BEACH COUNTY FIXED MONTHLY 


UTOMOBILE ALLOWANCE ORDINANCE: 


Chapter 2, Article IV, Section 2-137 of the Palm Beach County Code, the Palm Beach 
ounty Fixed Monthly Automobile Allowance Ordinance (Ordinance 83-10) is hereby repealed. 

Section 2. REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT: 

All local laws and ordinances in conflict with any provisions of this Ordinance are hereby 


epealed to the extent of such conflict. 
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Section 3. SEVERABILITY: 

Ifany section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word of this Ordinance is for any reason 
held by the Court to be unconstitutional, inoperative, or void, such holding shall not affect the 
remainder of this Ordinance. 

Section 4. INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES: 

The provisions of this Ordinance shall become and be made a part of the Code of Laws and 
Ordinances of Palm Beach County, Florida. The sections of this Ordinance may be renumbered or 
relettered to accomplish such, and the word "ordinance" may be changed to "section", "article", or 
other appropriate word. 

SECTION 5. EFFECTIVE DATE: 


The provisions of this Ordinance shall become effective upon filing with the Department of 


State.
